Nine suspended Bensalem school 
bus drivers were fired last night 
by the Bensalem School Board 
after the board contended their 
failure to report for work one day

A loth bus driver, also under 
suspension, was reinstated when 
it was learned that she had re 
ceived permission from an ad­ 


m inistrator to be absent that day. 


The seven - man board voted, 
5-2 to dismiss the drivers who 
did not report for work on F ri­ 
day, July 26, in protest to the 
laying off of four of their number. 
The bus drivers contend they had 
a 10-week verbal contract for the 
sum m er recreation program. 


Voting against action taken by 
the board were members Earl 
Lade and Dorothy Wurst. Both 
said that while they did not con­ 
done the action of the bus drivers 
in their failure to report for work, 
they (Lade and Wurst) felt that 
the school code, which denies the 
right of school employes to strike, 
is too stringent. 


Speaks For Drivers 


Speaking on behalf of the nine 
bus drivers was Andrew Kaelin, 
international vice president of the 
Transport 
Workers 
U n i o n . 
Kaelin appealed to the board to 
reinstate the bus drivers, as un­ 
official spokesman for the drivers 
and not as a union representative.

WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
United States today conducted an 
underground nuclear test in Ne­ 
vada, the second announced shot 
in four days.

Today’s shot was the second to 
be held since the agreem ent was 
reached in Moscow and the 70th 
underground test to be conducted 
by the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion (AEC.)

He also called on the Pres­

HARRISBURG 
(UPL - Gov. 
William W. Scranton today re­ 
fused to extradite William Ellis, 
a 77-year-old Negro, to the state 
of Georgia where he was con­ 
victed of robbery in 1940 and sen­ 
tenced to 20 years at hard labor. 
Ellis had pleaded guilty to the 
charge, admitting that he took 
from one Richard Drayton, “ one 
chop hatchet and one hand saw 
of the value of $10 and 27 cents 
in money.” 
Deputy State Atty. Gen. Frank 
P. Lawley Jr. said in a recom­ 
mendation filed with Gov. Scran­ 
ton that if returned to the south, 
Ellis will have approximately 17 
years to serve of his original sen­ 
tence and “undoubtedly can be 
prosecuted for the crim e of es­ 
cape.” 
Ellis 
escaped 
from 
the Mc- 
Duffy 
County 
Work 
Camp 
at 
Thomson, Ga., in 1943. He re­ 
mained in Georgia for several 
months, m arried and then moved 
to the north. He lived for a short 
time in Ohio, went to New Jersey 
for a brief stay, and finally set­ 
tled in Philadelphia in 1944. 
Lawley pointed out that Ellis 
has had no trouble with the law 
during his period of residence in 
Pennsylvania except for an ar­ 
rest on a minor traffic violation 
which led to the extradition pro­ 
ceedings. 
A hearing on the extradition re­ 
quest was held in Philadelphia 
last July 30 with Lawley presid­ 
ing. Georgia authorities were noti­ 
fied but did not send a repre­ 
sentative.

tradition after taking into consid­ 
eration the circumstances of El­ 
lis’ original conviction and equat­ 
ing them with the condition of his 
health, his advanced years, his 
conduct in Pennsylvania and his 
reputation in the community.
